DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 0 1 -04-20 1 0 has been entered. 

2. Claims 13-24 are pending. 

3 . It is noted the preliminary amendment dated 09- 1 9-2006 was entered thus rending the 
applicant's amendment to the specification of 01-04-2010 unnecessary. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 13, line 14, delete "groove-like"; and 
Claim 24, line 14, delete "groove-like". 

(Note: The above changes are consistent with the applicant's deletion of "groove-like" in 
claim 13, line 3, to overcome 1 12-2 issues.) 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 13, 
DE 19825969 represents the closest prior art of record, and the IDS dated 09-19-2006 provides 
an accurate analysis and identification of the corresponding elements. However, DE'969 fails to 
disclose at least one spherical intermediate element disposed between the catch and stop which is

substantially freely guided along the trajectory of the catch in a substantially annular recess of 
the housing. DE'969 teaches away from any such modification via forced guidance of the 
spherical element 15 (see page 2 of instant specification). 

6. Claim 24 includes the allowable subject matter discussed above and is therefore 
allowable for at least the same reason(s).
